A MINISTRY OF BUILDING: 
was perhaps inevitable that, as the Public’s realisa- 


T 
I tion of the fundamental part played by the Building 
Industry (which term embraces architect, engineer, 
surveyor, contractor, operative and material manufac- 
turer) in the economic well-being of the nation became 
increasingly evident, a more orderly and scientific 
development of building activity should be brought 
into being. A proposal which appears to have the ear 
of the Government'at the moment is for a full-blooded 
Ministry of Building. Whatever organisational virtue 
there may be in a name—be it Ministry, Board, Council, 
Committee, Institution or Association—is perhaps a 
matter for consideration. The real importance of the 
proposal (which, as appeared in Parliament last week, 
is being considered by the Government) lies in the 
particular body’s purposes and how and by what 
manner it shall function. The judgment as to the first 
of these essentials rests upon the ascertainment of what, 
in the national interest, is required of the Industry, and 
what the Industry needs to meet these requirements. 
The first essential need, both in the economic interests 
of the country and of the Industry, is an intelligent 
forward planning of the country’s structural require- 
ments, based upon a long-term domestic development 
policy. A national policy which has for its objects a 
continually improving standard of housing, education, 
medical, public administration and amenity services, 
Town and Country Planning, and of the social services 
generally, must have a clearly defined and active 
relationship with the Building Industry. 

The bad old position whereby the Building Industry 
became a medium of Party political policy must cease, 
and the functions of the Industry must be linked to 
national long-term policy irrespective of the swing of 
Party politics. The purposes of the Ministry, however, 
should not stop there. To be fully effective such a 
Ministry must have within its purview a widespread 
policy of Colonial development. In this respect it may 
not be unwise for such a Ministry to take over some of 
the ‘dead wood ” Departments of the Colonial Office 
and revitalise the almost moribund state of their 
activities into a dynamic policy of Colonial develop- 
ment, based upon prior development of public services. 

As we believe B.I.N.C. has pointed out on more than 
one occasion, the traditional process of Colonial develop- 
ment must be reversed. The process whereby public 
works followed pioneer settlers’ activities must be 
changed. Public services development must be the 
vanguard and not the rearguard of Colonial develop- 
ment. The rapid development of some of the Dominions 
affords convincing proof of the stimulus which well and 
timely planned public services can give. 

The purposes of a Ministry of Building must therefore 
be twofold—Home and Overseas. Consideration of 


such a Ministry’s function calls for much careful thought 
on personnel and administrative make-up. The cir- 
cumstances appear to call for an entirely new conception 
of the functions of a Ministry. Our present Ministries 
are in make-up and in action arbitrary. In every 
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PURPOSES AND FUNCTIONS 


sense they govern, and, therefore, must be autocratic in 
their administration. Broadly they function without 
proper and effective liaison with public opinion. 

A Ministry of Building must be different. It must 
work with, and not in any way regiment, the Building 
Industry. It must have the fullest possible liaison and 
responsible contact with the Building Industry, the 
principle being that while the Ministry must be re- 
sponsible for the policy, always conceived and formulated 
under the advice of the industrial and other interests 
concerned, the application -of that policy must be left 
to the free but responsibly organised. sections of the 
Industry. The composition of the Ministry should be 
such as to ensure the maintenance of the highest 
standard of efficiency by all sections. 

Shortly, while the Industry must be linked more and 
more closely to higher national policy, it must be left 
free to develop from and by its individual initiative and 
responsibility. Provided that its policy is as fully 
directed towards the well-being of the State as is the 
policy of the State itself, no possible harm to any 
interests could arise. 

There is another aspect of the purposes and functions 
of such a Ministry. A more scientific production of 
building works must be fostered. This is of extreme 
importance to the operative. The war has established, 
for good or ill, the operative as the key point of ordered 
production. Planned production in the engineering 
industry has made a major contribution to the war 
effort ; planned building can make an equally effective 
contribution to the war and peace effort. Planned pro- 
duction will require a wide measure of reorganisation, 
both within and about the Industry, and the Industry 
should be prepared to accept its implications. For 
example, the Building Research Station and the British 
Standards Institution (so far as the latter is concerned 
with building matters) should be combined and put 
upon such a financial basis as would free them from 
reliance upon financial support from the Industry. 

To sum up, the proposed Ministry should be based 
upon— 


1. A two-fold policy of Home and Overseas develop- 
ment calculated to maintain in activity the 
full organised resources of the Industry ; 


2. Responsible joint representation of the Industry 
and of H.M. Government ; 


3. Scientific organisation of all sections of the 
Building Industry as against regimentation ; 
and 

4. Scientific production based upon the highest 
standards of building as against mere quality- 
reducing competition. 


The Building Industries National Council being the 
responsible mouthpiece of the Industry, we suggest that 
the Government, before taking any further action on so 
important a project as a Ministry of Building, should, 
if it has not done so already, take counsel with that body.. 











Despite the loss of students of military 
age, the Royal College of Art is holding 
an exhibition of the work of those who 
remain—mostly of the first year. The 
prizes were presented by Mr. W. H. 
Ansell, P.R.I.B.A., who has been a visitor 
for some time. Owing to the war the 
session has been a short one (six months), 
and the work on exhibition was done 
during that period. 

The schemes in the architectural course 
are two. The first is entitled “‘ Some- 
where in England,” the subject being an 
imaginary English coast village, of which 
an aerial view is shown, cleverly set out 
and rendered by H. E. Odling. The 
village has an old fishing quarter, a 
Regency row, a shopping centre, and a 
modern quarter, for which latter numer- 
ous buildings have been designed. They 
consist of a guildhall, a mill, shops, 
various types of houses, and the harbour 
lights. Many of these designs show pro- 
mise, when one considers that they are 
the work of first-year students. 


The second subject is a Mediterranean 
one, entitled ‘‘ Vale of Venice,’’ and is 
based on the plan of that part of Venice 
which adjoins St. Mark’s. The designs for 
the various buildings were not intended 
to compete with those in existence, but 
to be buildings of similar purpose, and 
were studied with a view to obtaining 
knowledge of Mediterranean characteris- 
tics. Here again, considering the diffi- 
culty of the subject and the age of the 
students, much interesting work has been 
turned out. A prize is awarded to the 
design for Basilica di Santa Maria della 
Laguna, by Paul H. Barron. The for- 
tress, by Wolf Goldburg, shows originality 
of treatment. Also deserving of mention 
are the Monastery of St. Francis, by 
Tryphena E. Berry, and Humble Dwell- 
ings, by W. John Westwood. This last is 
a picturesque conception of tenement 
buildings. The Hotel and Shopping 
Centre, by M. J. Cummings, show a com- 
prehension of the spirit and essential 
characteristics of Venetian architecture, 
as do other designs.

Unemployment in Building. 

BetwEEN June 17 and July 15 there was 
an increase of 60,431. (excluding 7,794 un- 
employed persons at training centres) in 
the number of unemployed persons on the 
registers of employment exchanges in 
Great Britain. The increase occurred 
among women, temporarily unemployed 
men, and juveniles; wholly unemployed 
men were fewer by over 46,000. The total 
of 827,266 for July 15 was 429,158 less than 
the figure for Juiy 10, 19389. The increase 
since July 17 occurred mainly in coal- 
mining, where there were temporary 
stoppages in a few areas, and in the tex- 
tile, clothing, boot and shoe, leather and 
furniture industries. On the other hand, 
there was a further reduction in the 
numbers unemployed in building and 
public works contracting and in the dis- 
tributive trades.

A.A.S.T.A. and Government’s Shelter Policy. 

In a statement on the Government’s 
shelter policy, the Council of the 
A.A.8.T.A. say that they do not believe 
that Sir John Anderson’s rejection of 
centralised communal shelters—the only 
form of shelter which makes heavy pro- 
tection an economic possibility—should 
be taken to mean that the Government’s 
A.R.P. scheme will remain unchanged. 
The impact of events, the immediate 
danger of intensive bombardment of this 
country, and the rising demands of the 
people for ‘‘ something better ’’ may well 
force the Government to improve the 
present low standard of protection. Sir 
John, in fact, speaking in Parliament on 
June 12 last, said :— 

‘‘ There has recently come into prominence 
an idea that, without going to the length of 
providing deep or heavily protested shelters, 
we might have provided a. type of splinter- 
and blast-proof shelter which would serve its 
purpose well in the first instance, and could 
be converted later into something interme- 
diate between the splinter- and blast-proof 
type and what is called a deep shelter... . 
ve now consider that a 50-unit communal 
shelter of the splinter- and blast-proof type 
am be built which could, without great diffi- 
culty, be adapted later to afford substantially 
increased ‘protection; and I have made 
arrangements to ensure that where local 
authorities provide splinter- and _ blast-proof 
shelters, according to designs to be modified 
on the lines I have indicated, the Government 
will pay the full grant.” 

In the light of this eleventh-hour recog- 
nition of ‘‘ error’ in Government policy 
‘continues the statement), the Council of 
‘he A.A.S.T.A. urges the public to re- 
double their efforts, through the organisa- 
‘ions to which they belong, to influence 
‘heir local authorities and M.P.s in order 
to ensure that such shelters are built 
without further delay and to see that 
proper technical assistance is available

R.1.B.A. Industrial Housing Competition. 
To THE Eprtor or The Builder. 


S1r,—I have read with interest Mr. Cot- 
terell Butler’s criticisms and suggestions 
in your last issue on the R.I.B.A. Indus- 
trial Housing Competition, but I cannot 
agree with his conclusion that the stipula- 
tion that the houses should give air raid 
protection to sleepers should be with- 
drawn. Personally, I consider this stipu- 
lation vital, although I agree with Mr. 
Butler that this means sleeping under 
shelter conditions. But, after all, why 
not? 

From the cost point of view, the addi- 
tion of another 4} in. skin to the normal 
9-in. walling—thus providing the 13} in. 
required by the Code for lateral protec- 
tion—is not economically impracticable. 
As far as -overhead protection is con- 
cerned, the Building Research Station 
have emphasised in their recent Bulletin 
that in situ reinforced concrete—being 
the most economical in steel—is the best 
substitute for normal timber floor con- 
struction. For domestic spans, a 4-in. to 
5-in. solid concrete slab is necessary in 
any case, and this thickness does not in- 
clude any added protection afforded by 
soreeding to falls. 


Mr. Butler’s other objection to provid- 
ing shelter conditions for sleepers is the 
windows. There seem to be many solu- 
tions to this problem—firstly, why have 
windows? Why not put in black-out ven- 
tilators, above the 6 ft. 6 in. height, thus 
solving both the ventilation and the black- 
out problems? Lintols and sills could be 
built into the wall to provide for the inser- 
tion of windows after the war. Another 
solution is to arrange baffle walls to mask 


window openings. These could be pulled 


down after the war and the material 
re-used for site improvement, such as 
fencing and paving. 

I disagree with Mr. Butler’s assumption 
that alternative shelter accommodation 
would be already provided at a reasonable 
distance in conjunction with municipal 
or industrial undertakings. I doubt 
whether all the houses on an estate con- 
sisting of 250 house units would be within 
reasonable distance—say 300 yards—of 
existing municipal shelters. If Mr. Butler 
means that the estate can be assumed to 
be so near the industrial concern employ- 
ing the tenants that the shelter protection 
for the industrial concern would also serve 
the tenants, then the normal standard of 
shelter protection is probably inadequate, 
since the industrial concern is likely to be 
a military objective. In an attack on a 
military objective, an area of 1} mile 
around the target is liable to heavy bomb- 
ing; this is a normal margin of error due 
to attacking aircraft flying at a great 
height or being harassed by anti-aircraft 
fire. Code protection was never, I think, 
intended to deal with such conditions, and 
therefore it must be assumed that the 
estate is some distance away from the 
industrial concern, and the tenants will 
therefore be unable 1c use these shelters. 

On this assumption, it seems to me that 
the added cost of providing air raid pro- 
tection to sleepers must be offset by the 
fact that no additional shelter accommoda- 
tion need be provided. 

The importance »f ensuring that indus- 
trial operatives do not have their sleep 
disturbed more than is absolutely neces- 
sary cannot be over-emphasised. Mr. 
Butler raises the question of air raid 
warnings, and seems to maintain that if 
warnings were given, there would be 
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serious loss of sleep, and if warnings were 
not given, anxiety would cause an equal 
loss of sleep. is this really so? When the 
air raid warning was sounded in London 
some time ago, I found that many people 
were awakened by the warning, but did 
not go to their shelters; they stayed in bed 
and went to :leep within the half-hour, 
and were not re-awakened by the “all 
clear.” I do not recommend such 
behaviour—the more since the normal 
bedroom does not provide shelter protec- 
tion. I merely quote these experiences to 
show that the sounding of an air raid 
warning does not necessarily mean a 
serious loss of sleep. Therefore, let the air 
raid warnings be sounded. 

As regards the type of houses provided, 
- would make the following remarks :— 


(1) The Committee stressed that no . 


fundamental departure in principle 
should be made from the type house 
plans, without the most serious justifi- 
cation. But is there any indication that 
the two-storey type of house is the best 
solution for post-war conditions ? 

(2) The Committee stated that it may 
be assumed that meals, baths and 
laundry would be communal, therefore 
bathroom and kitchen accommodation 
would not be provided. Thus, accommo- 
dation could be limited to bedrooms, one 
living room and one w.c. The living 
room might be fitted with a small sink 
and. gas cooker to provide facilities for 
snack meals, hot drinks, etc., and a gas 
water heater for washing. Alternatively, 
a lbuilt-in range would serve both for 
cooking and for hot water. 

(3) There are many advantages in 
single-storey construction. It is easier 
to add additional rooms to a single- 
storey nucleus in a horizontal rather 
than in a vertical direction. Also, the 
comparatively low walls required for 
single-storey structures can be more 
easily erected by unskilled site labour 
using a minimum of scaffolding and 
plant. 

Mr. Butler refers to the standard lateral 
protection laid down in the Government’s 
Code of Practice as being 12 in. of rein- 
forced concrete. I think it would interest 
your readers to know that in an order 
dated June 25, paragraph 2 (a) (ii) of the 
Code is revised as follows :— 

** 12 in. of structural concrete or rein- 
forced concrete ’’—structural concrete 
being specified as concrete composed of 
1 ewt. of cement to 2} cu. ft. of fine 
aggregate to 5 cu. ft. of suitable coarse 
aggregate. 

This in effect means that the reinforce- 
ment in a 12-in. concrete wall may be 


omitted.

Daylight IHumination. 
To THE Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—The communication in last week’s 
issue of The Builder from the superinten- 
dent of the Light Department of the 
National Physical Laboratory is a timely 
correction of certain conclusions which 
have been drawn, all too hastily, from 
the latest D.S.I.R. report on the subject, 
Technical Paper No. 19. 

It has been contended that this paper 
disproves the accuracy of the legal 
*‘ grumble ”’ point of daylight inadequate 
for ordinary purposes, in spite of the 
practical proof: afforded by its acceptance 
by both sides of: innumerable disputes 
over rights of light, affe¢ting huge pro- 
perty values, for some thirty years past, 
its confirmation by exhaustive D.S.I.R. 
and H.M.O.W tests recorded in Technical 
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Paper No. 12, and its acceptance by the 
22 countries represented on -the Inter- 
national Illumination Commission. 

Especially welcome is the last sentence. 
of Mr. Smith’s letter, which points out 
that much large-scale research work is 
necessary before we are entitled to sup- 
pose that our knowledge in regard to 
standards of adequate daylight for cif. 
ferent purposes is sufficient for practical 
needs. 

Technical Paper No. 19 adds, in fact, 
very little to that knowledge. It merely 
records the average photometric values of 
the natural illumination at which 17 
typists in one room elected to switch on 
electric light. 

Apart from the well-known indifference 
of the human eye to large variations in 
the photometric intensity of daylight, as: 
distinct from differences of daylight 
ratios, the test, to be of any authoritative 
value, would require to have been re- 
peated in different rooms, on account of 
the well-known effect of different sur- 
roundings upon the selection by different 
people of the intensity of illumination: 
which they prefer for any given task. 

Of far greater importance is the fact 
that, as Mr. Smith points out at some 
length, this test can only be held to indi- 
cate the intensity preferred for typewrit- 
ing. Typewriting, as such, requires, how- 
ever, no light at all. Experienced typists, 
like experienced pianists, do not even 
look at the keys. They can type, and 
type quickly, in the dark or with the keys 
covered. They require light primarily for 
deciphering easily and quickly the copy 
which they are transcribing. Unfortu- 
nately, the report gives no information at 
all as to whether this was print or type- 
script presenting good contrast and re- 
quiring little light, or the usual faint 
pencil shorthand script presenting very 
poor contrast. 

The lack of this vital fundamental in-. 
formation entirely prevents any useful 
opinion from being drawn as to whether 
there is or is not, as has been suggested, 
some “no man’s land ” of daylight factor 
values between the point at which the 
majority of people have been found to- 
grumble when engaged on ordinary occu- 
pations comparable with clerical work 
and the point at which perhaps they 
ought to grumble. There may be, but 
there is no evidence as yet available of 
ordinary people requiring for ordinary 
work the daylight factor equivalent of the 
5 foot-candles recommended for elemen- 
tary school classrooms or the 6 foot- 
candles recommended for factories by the- 
Home Office Departmental Committee on- 
the lighting of factories and workshops.

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THE ART OF THE ENAMEL WINDOW 
BY REGINALD HALLWARD. 


WE can recognise as much improved 
e present level of the artistry of this 
yuntry. Craftsmanship, for instance, has 
ieveloped a greater dexterity in many 
fferent fields. Undisturbed by imagina- 
on, it all flows at a smooth level, for 
here are no obstacles. So might he say 
-ho, gazing on the enormous output of 
‘t exhibitions, desired to account for 
this productiveness. Undisturbed by 
nagination? If we think of it, it is 
reative imagination which is almost 
wholly absent; so that emotion, feeling, 
would to-day be obtrusion, almost bad 
rm! We may test the truth of this at 
any Royal Academy exhibition. The art 
schools show us that craftsmanship of 
sorts, and very skilful at that, can be 
iurned out interminably—all the recipes 


are there; and though results lie less in 
the expansion of art than that of art 
masters, the loss is not felt. For it is 
imagination itself which provides the 
only means through which the enormous 
loss lying in this can be appreciated. 
These thoughts occupied me when work- 
ing away from home far from theories and 
art jargon, nearer to nature and the less 
intellectual appreciations of far-off country 


folk. What I liked I saw that the art — 


critic could never approve—it was too 
simple; the country folk were too con- 
cerned with their own hearts to have 
learned that suppression of natural feel- 
ings which is good form. It was evidently 
in this sense not a cultivated audience, 
but I could understand Montaigne’s pref- 
erence for it, and endorse that remark of

I had been occupied over some decora- 
tive work and the fixing of the window 
(illustrated), and it seemed to me that the 
simplicity of the more unclouded vision 
of folk who looked in was far above so- 
called culture as I listened to their 
remarks. They wanted to feel, and to 
find in art the expression of what they 
felt. Imagination in them was not dor- 
mant, nor yet found to be bad form. So 
I loved to hear them talk and observe 
their desire to understand. 

As the enamel window is a rarity to- 
day, a brief account of its history may he 
of interest. 

The history of enamel painting on glass 
dates roughly from the sixteenth century, 
and examples of this treatment are 
familiar throughout, Europe. The practice 
of painting, even large windows, entirely 
with enamels and stain was introduced 
here in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century. Previous to this t:me many 
examples can be found in. which enamels 
and coloured glass are combined. If the 
enamels are insufficiently fluxed they 
tend to come off, but from experiments 
of my own I find it to be due to this 
cause and not to any inherent defect in 
the material. Another criticism of the 
enamel process is that it tends to obscure 
the translucency of the glass, but th’s I 
find to be mainly due to the same cause. 
Adequately fired enamels clarify to more

complete translucency. The underfiring 
of enamels in various examples which 
have come down to us is the justification 
of any criticism offered against either 
their permanence or translucency. 

The “nature ’’ window illustrated has 
been carried through in this way, and 
the results have proved the advantage of 
the method. The use of enamels in the 
place of coloured glass is not a retrogres- 
sion, for they have a quality_of their own. 
Comparing one treatment with another— 
the coloured glass window and enamel 
window—one perceives the latter to be in 
another idiom, capable of its own beau- 
ties, differing from but not inferior to 
that of coloured glass. And considering 
it from our present outlook, there is per- 
baps something in the treatment incor- 
porating more of the spirit of our own 
time, though not suitable for windows 
seen from a great distance. 

Some of the most beautiful windows are 
those in which colour is used sparingly. 
As Winston in his ‘‘ Hints on Glass Paint- 
ing” pointed out, “‘ the erroneous notion 
that nothing besides brilliancy of colour 
is required in a glass painting has en- 
gendered the cultivation of a low species 
of art.’’ Exampies of this vulgar opulence 
exist in some modern glass to warn us 
that its beauty should not thus be im- 
perilled. Form, design, colour, feeling— 





these in their right proportion are the 
truest guides. Art always depends more 
on the artist than on the vehicle he 
employs. 

The west, window of New College, Ox- 
ford, painted by Jervais from finished 
cartoons by Sir Joshua Reynolds, has 
been the cause of a distrust of the enamel 
method. Not only was the design quite 
unsuitable, as the great painter was 
entirely ignorant of the nature of what 
he was treating; it was also underfired, to 
which its perishing is due, as also its lack 
of translucency. 

So the way is cleared to the apprecia- 
tion of enamel treatment when properly 
undertaken. The architectural relation- 
ship, so important in glass, can be just 
as well sustained in enamels as in 
coloured glass, while giving scope to the 
freedom of a new idiom, with a lightness 
and delicacy of its own; not as opposed 
to the glorious attributes of painted glass, 
but as complementary to it. As the cost 
of windows carried through in enamels 
is considerably less than that of coloured 
glass, at the present time, when the 
supply of the finer coloured glasses is 
insufficient and likely to be very costly, 
if made at all, the advantage of this 
method is evident. 

The opportunity having been given me 
of executing a memorial window in

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enamels, the subject-matter chosen was 
well suited to it. The situation of the 
window being in Lincolnshire, it was 
suggested that the prevailing features of 
its industries, corn and bulb growing and 
the rural associations that belong to it— 
the flowers, birds and wild animals, soar- 
ing lark and dove, the gulls that follow 
the plough—should form the _ subject- 
matter. 

Enamels in their modest, lyrical mood 
of expression, their freedom from imposed 
manner, seem well adapted to bringing 
the art of glass nearer to us. For the 
art of coloured glass is overloaded with 
learned exposition, and a new vitality is 
coming into the art as it extricates itself 
from such dull company, seeking its own 
mood and pleasure, more in harmony with 
our own lives and freer from preconcep- 
tions. We may no longer ‘‘ Have sight of 
Proteus coming from the sea,” ‘‘ Or hear 
old Triton blow his wreathed horn,” or 
find again the nymphs and fairies that 
once peopled the woods and_ groves. 
Might not there be something answering 
more to our hearts, and a more human 
appeal in the coloured window, were 
nature and human life given this further 
consecration, with its rich field of subject 
matter, as an extension to the high doc- 
trinal subjects, the saints and martyrs 
with which we are so familiar ? 

Coloured glass, or for that matter 
enamel glass, should not impose itself to 
the detriment of its architectural sur- 
roundings, to which it should be subordi- 
nate. We can unluckily think of stained 
glass windows which violaté in their self- 
assertion this evident requirement. What 
we need for our windows, whether coloured 
glass or enamel, beyond the adequazy cf 
their craftsmanship, is the evidence of an 
unworldly spirit. And we must be wat2n- 
ful lest craftsmanship tends to submerze 
the art. Only when impulses are stronger 
than intellect, or science, can poetry and 
art emerge into being. That is why the 
creative arts are a mystery. We cannot 
explain art.

THE new building, which occupies 
a large site at the corner of Grafton- 
square and Old Town, Clapham, 
was commenced in January, 1939, 
and has been designed to show 
deference to the existing Georgian 
architecture in the neighbourhood. 

Marter1ALs.—Externally, the mate- 
rials are in the true Georgian 
tradition with warm. silver-brown 
facings, orange-red arches, and 
Portland stone dressings, and the 
sculptured groups on each side of 
the tower, the ship’s prow under 
the flag-pole, the tympanum and 
keystones over the main entrance 
indicate the spirit of the owners. 
The carving was done by Mr. P. G. 
Bentham. 

PLaNNING.—The main block con- 
tains the offices of the National 
Union of Seamen on the ground and 
first floors, and on the upper three 
floors are 31 flats of various sizes. 
A block at the rear contains garages 
for the N.U.S. and tenants of the

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flats, and caretakers’ and chauf- 


feurs’ flats are provided over same. 
The tower forming the central 
feature of the Old Town elevation 
accommodates the large  water- 
storage tank required for the 
building. The rear of the site is 
laid out with a pleasant garden, 
lily pond, and lawn large enough 
for bowls or tennis, and is designed 
for the benefit of the occupants in 
the building. 

The front office block is 
approached through teak doors 
having, as sculptured panels, low 
relief carvings of Drake’s ‘‘Golden 
Hind,’ which lead into the octago- 
nal main entrance hall. Here the 
seaman is put at ease by the com- 
pass inlaid in the floor. The ground 
floor contains various offices, wait- 
ing-room, inquiries, ete., packing 
and dispatch room, cashiers’ de- 
partment, and strong room, and at 
the rear of the block running along- 
side Grafton-square is the “‘ Plim- 
soll’? meeting-hall: This room has 
independent access from Grafton- 
square as well as from the offices, 
and is designed so that it can he 
licensed for music and dancing as 
well as serving as an assembly hall 
for the N.U.S. Kitchen and canteen 
for staff are conveniently placed 
nearby. 

On the first floor of the front 
block is the suite of rooms for the 
Executive of the Union. The board- 
room, which is panelled in Austra- 
lian silky oak, will accommodate 50 
people, and has a roof terrace along 
one side overlooking the garden. 
This room has concealed cornice 
lighting, and is heated with flush- 
panel radiators. The committee 
room, conveniently near the board- 
room, is also panelled and furnished 
in Australian silky oak. The private 
offices for the General Secretary 
Mr. W. R. Spence, C.B.E., and the 
Assistant General Secretary, Mr. 
Geo. Reed, adjoin the committee 
room, and are panelled in Nigerian

walnut. The basement, contains the 
heating plant and a store designed 
for use as an air-raid shelter com- 
plete with gas-proof steel doors. 

The flats on the upper floors are 
planned on modern lines, and are 
served by first-class lifts.

THE WINNING DESIGN 


BY MESSRS. ADAMS, HOLDEN AND 
PEARSON, FF.R.I.B.A. 





Tue award in this competition is given 
on page 132. Following is the report of 
the assessor, Mr. J. Mansell Jenkinson, 
F.R.1I.B.A. :— 

The five competitors who have sub- 
mitted designs have all prepared detailed 
schemes for the-whole of the hospital and 
have provided interesting solutions of a 
complicated planning problem. Each 
design reasonably complies with the con- 
ditions, and the reports accompanying 
the designs are models of clearness. 

After very careful consideration I have 
decided that the design marked “A” 
fAdams, Holden and Pearson] provides 
the best scheme, and I award the author 
the first premium. 

This design is well set back from the 
main road, the buildings are compavtly 
arranged, and communication between 
the various departments has been well 
thought out. The problem of dealing 
with the fall in the ground from back to 
front has been carefully considered, and 
ample accommodation for cars has been 
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provided. The large open space in the 
centre giving access to the various de- 
partments is a good feature of the design. 

It would appear desirable that the light 
areas serving the covered car-park on the 
lower ground floor should be increased in 
size, and the lighting of some of the rooms 
with windows placed at a high level over 
corridors appears to be too restricted. 
These are matters, however, that are 
capable of revision when the working 
drawings are prepared. 

The cubing of the Orthopedic block in 
this design apparently does not include 
for the two floors shown under same, and 
a note appears on the design stating that 
if desired this block could be a one-storey 
building until the main ward blocks are 
erected. It is doubtful, however, whether 
the levels would allow this suggestion to 
be satisfactorily adopted, and as it would 
probably be necessary to provide some 
administrative and nurses’ accommoda- 
tion, I think that, if funds will allow, the 
two lower floors should be built when the 
Orthopedic block is erected. This would 
add about £50,000 to the cost stated by 
this competitor, making his total about 
£344,000 for the four blocks that it is pro- 
posed to build first. 

I consider that the design marked “‘E” 
{Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne] is the 
second best, and I award the author the 
second premium. This scheme has _ been 
worked out very thoroughly and is architec- 
turally very attractive. 

The third premium is awarded to the 
author of the design marked ‘‘C”’ [Stanley 
Hall, Easton and Robertson]. This scheme 
has a well-planned open space in the centre 
with three of the blocks grouped on the low 
side. The planning of the ward blocks and 


the communication between the various de- 
partments, however, are not in my opinion so 


satisfactory as in the winning design. 
Following are extracts from the winners’ 
report :— 
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The Winners’ Report. 

Sire.—After visiting the site we consider 
the arrangement of buildings suggested in the 
conditions is undoubtedly the best, 7.e., the 
higher ward blocks situated on the upper 
part, the treatment centres at a lower level, 
and an open space planted with trees and 
grass on the frontages facing Glossop-road. 

TraFFric CrrcuLaTiIoN.—With the object of 
keeping all entrances off the public roads, we 
have arranged a roadway for motor traffic at 
the level of 440.00, which would give access 
to all buildings except kitchen, boiler-house 
and p.m. block. There is ample space for a 
car-park in the central space between the 
buildings, and we have arranged a covered 
space under the central court at the lower 
level where ambulances and staff cars could 
deliver to entrances under cover giving access 
to all parts of the hospital. 

ARRANGEMENT OF BuiLpiIncs.—The build- 
ings follow the contour lines as far as possible 
in order to economise in foundations, etc. 
The Radium Centre, Dental Hospital, and 
Edgar Allen Physical Treatment Centre are 
planned as separate entities, but. connected to 
the rest of the hospital by bridges and sub- 
ways. The ward blocks are grouped together 
and approached by a corridor 12 ft. wide on 
the ground floor and a corridor 9 ft. wide on 
the upper floors. There is a service corridor 
on the first floor which gives direct access to 
every unit for kitchen services. 

The buildings are planned vertically rather 
than horizontally, as this is in accordance with 
modern practice and gives concentration, 
avoiding unnecessary corridor space for traffic 
and engmeering services. Each unit is pro- 
vided with a separate lift and staircase, so that 
it is not necessary to pass through one unit 
to reach another. The units are arranged as 
30-bed units T-shaped on plan, and these are 
capable of great variation in plarf, i.e., two 
can be grouped to obtain a unit of 60 beds, as 
in the Surgical Block with wards of 16 beds, 
etc., or divided into smaller wards as in the 
Ophthalmic Block. We consider the T-shaped 
plan is particularly flexible as regards interna] 
planning. 

The Administration Block, Out-Patients’ 
Department, Casualty Department, Dispensary 
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and Radiological Department are all piaced 
under the Ward Blocks in accordance with the 
principles of vertical piamning stated above 

The private patients’ rooms are all place: 
on the top (eighth) floor, so that this floo: 
gives a complete private patients’ block .seli 
contained, with its own operating theatres, etc. 

The first four blocks to be erected would be 
the Orthopedic, the Radium Centre, the 
Dental Hospital and the Edgar Allen Physical 
Treatment Centre. 

The position of the Orthopxdic block hes 
been considered in relation to the Surgica! 
block and the Orthopedic clinic. It has been 
planned ultimately to form a section of tix 
Surgical Block, but so arranged that it will 
form a distinct block in a central position 
until the Surgical block is built. The heighi 
of the wards is 11 ft. 

The Radium Centre, facing Glossop-road, 
is arranged in two wings. One wing on the 
ground floor contains private patients with 
direct access from the roadway. The top floor 
has the operating theatre in a separate wing, 
but only one theatre is provided, as easy 
access to surgical and orthopedic theatres is 
provided by a bridge. On the lower. ground 
floor are all the out-patients’ rooms, labora- 
tories, etc. ’ 

The Dental Hospital’s plan follows generally 
the lines suggested in the conditiorts. 

The Treatment Centre is in close proximity 
to the orthopedic clinic and connected to the 
orthopedic wards by a bridge. The block is 
arranged on three floors. 

The main ward blocks contain the following 
beds : Orthopedic, 60; surgical block, 270 and 
30 for private patients; medical block, 168 
and 16 for private patients ; ophthalmic block. 
69 and 12 for private patients; ear, nose and 
throat, 60 and 10 for private patients: 
dermatological block. 18; and radium centre, 
83—a total of 796 beds. 

Construction.—The buildings are designed 
with a steel frame, the placing of stanchioirs 
-being worked out at 10 ft. 6 in. centres. The 
internal walls are independent of the frame to 
allow of future possible modifications. 
External walls are 14 in. brick faced with a 
grey Yorkshire brick. Copings and strings 
are natural hard sandstone. 
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KEYBLOCK 
CONSTRUCTION 


‘“* KeyBLocK ”’ construction, which was 
devised by Mr. George E. Clare, F.R.I.B.A., 
during the last war, for application to all 
classes of temporary and permanent build- 
ings, without involving the use of timber for 
structural work or form work, has_ been 
recently revived and improved. The out- 
standing feature of the new block is the dual 
dovetail joint, which is both stronger and 
more satisfactory in’ use than the original. 

During and after the last war building 
regulations as to wall construction were tem- 
porarily suspended, and the original cavity 
block system was used, we understand, for a 
great number of council houses, hospitals, 
schools and factories, and for lining defence 
works. New model by-laws have recently 
been issued by the Ministry of Health and 
adopted by many local councils, with special 
clauses covering cavity block construction for 
residential and industrial building. 

The inventor of the system has provided 
the following notes : 

** Keyblock ’’ construction has been tested 
by the Building Research Station, and the 
results of the tests show that a panel of 
41-in. blocks has a stability almost exactly 
100 per cent. in excess of 4}-in. brickwork. 
Crushing tests by Messrs. Riley, Harbord & 
Law show that the individual blocks will bear 
35 tons per square foot of gross area in their 
weakest direction. The Building Research 
Station tests show that the weather-resisting 
properties of a 44-in. wall are in excess of 
9-in. brickwork, and in the summary of their 
report they say : ‘“‘ The resistance to penetra- 
tion of rain of the plain 44-in. wall in ‘ key- 
blocks’ will be adequate for reasonably shel- 
tered sites. In exposed positions, a ‘suitable 
paint treatment will provide an ample safe- 
guard against penetration.”’ 

In regard to thermal insulation, the B.R.S. 
say : ‘The thermal insulation of 4}-in. ex- 
ternal wall in ‘ keyblocks’ is adequate for 
erdinary building work such as housing and 
military hutments.”’ 

The standard unit measures Yin. by Qin. 
with mortar joints, and 4$in. or 6in. thick. 
This unit is used for ground and suspended 
floors, walls, partitions, etc., with the cavities 
vertical or horizontal, filled and reinforced if 
required. Pre-cast keyblock floor- and roof- 
slabs can be supplied, whilst as a backing for 
brick facings the units provide all the advan- 
tages of cavity walling. 

The 44-in block wall is less than half, and 
the 6-in. cavity wall about one-third, the dead 
weight of 4}-in. and 9-in. brick walling. By 
careful arrangement of the cavities, it is 
possible to secure a very simple system of 
‘air conditioning’? without any appreciable 
addition to the cost, as shown on the diagram. 

The method of construction is claimed to be 
economical in cost. <A 4}-in. ‘‘ keyblock ”’ 
wall costs approximately the same as a 4}-in. 
wali in Fletton brickwork, and approxi- 
mately half as much as the 8-in. unventi- 


iated cavity wall that is so extensively used 
now. As an example, one-storey residential 
hutment blocks for urgent housing schemes 
for agricultural or industrial workers can, it 
is stated, be erected with room areas up to 
the Ministry of Health standards, exclusive 
of outside drainage, as follows :— 

(a) Blocks for single men or women, includ- 
ing canteen and sanitary accommodation, 
approximately £60 per unit. 

(b) Complete one-bedroom units, with 
living-room, kitchen, bathroom, separate w.c. 
for approximately £175 per unit. 

(c) Two-bedroom units, £225 each; three- 
bedroom units, £255 each. The bathrooms in 
each case can be adapted for air-raid shelters 
for about £15 each unit extra. 

The diagrams reproduced illustrate some of 
the methods of using the unit. Further details 
can be obtained from ‘‘ Keyblocks,’’ 145, 
Stoke Newington Church-street, London, N.16. 


EMERGENCY INQUIRY BUREAU 


Extra for P.C. Items. 

Sirn,—Are p.c. items set down in a contract 
governed by the amount paid out for these 
respective items? We are completing a con- 
tract where for various items a p.c. price was 
allowed. These items were not obtainable for 
that amount; we notified the authorities, and 
feel justified in asking for an extra for the 
amount paid out by us above the p.c. amount 
allowed in the contract. We naturally feel 
that a deduction would be made if that item 
were below the p.c. ic heme 

A correspondent writes :-— 

P.c. items are entirely under the control 
of the employer or his architect. If they are 
exceeded, or if, as appears, querist was un- 
able to obtain the items at the p.c. allowed 
for them, then, of course, he is entitled to 
the extra amount spent on them plus profit 
pro rata with that originally put in by him. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


A Ministry of Building. 

Mr. Levy asked if it was intended to 
create a Ministry of Building, or whether the 
idea was to incorporate some organisation of 
this nature in a general Ministry of Recon 
struction after victory had been won. 

Str Percy Hurp asked if, in planning a 
Ministry of Building, full use would be made 
of architects so as to ensure good design ani 
economical layout in all future construction. 

Mr. ATTLeE, the Lord Privy Seal, said that 
the question whether any changes were desir 
able during the war in the present distribu- 
tion of responsibility for Government. build- 
ing work was being considered. In this con 
nection the point raised by Sir Percy Hurd 
would be borne in mind. He could not say 
now what arrangement might be necessary 
after the war. 


Art and Design. 

Mr. Ettis SmirH asked the President of 
the Board of Trade if he would refuse to 
sanction the articles of association of the 
Central Institute of Art and Design and not 
allow it to function, pending consultation 
with all interests who were interested in any 
form; was he satisfied that the governing 
body responsible for the administration of 
the National Register of Industrial Art De- 
signers was fully sufficient; and if he would 
review the whole question in the light of 
future needs. 

Srrk AnpDREW Duncan said that ‘the Board 
of Trade had entertained an application 
made by the Association under Section 18 
of the Companies Act, 1929, to be regis- 
tered with the licenee of the Board of 
Trade as a company with limited liability, 
but without the addition of the word 
‘‘Limited’’ to its name. In _ accordance 
with the usual procedure, an application so 
entertained had to be advertised in two suc- 
cessive weeks. Any objections which might 
be raised to the, grant of the Board’s licence 
were considered before the licence was 
granted, and if the honourable Member 
would forward to him a statement of the 
objections on which his question was based, 
he would see that they were fully considered. 
He had no reason to think that the governing 
body of the National Register of Industrial 
Art Designers was in any way inadequate, 
nor had he received representations on this 
subject. 

Mr. Extis Smit asked the President of 
the Board of Trade if the Society of Indus- 
trial Artists were consulted in the formation 
of the Central Institute of Art and Industry ; 
if not, why not; were they represented on 
the provisional committee; were the pottery 
industry artists and designers represented on 
the committee; if not, why not; who decided 
upon the provisional committee; and would 
steps be taken to put the committee on a more 
democratic basis and make it representative 
of all interests. 

Smr AnpREW Duncan said that the Board 
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of ‘Trade were not responsible for the estab- 
lishment of the Central Institute of Art and 
Design, but he understood that the President 
of the Society of Industrial Artists, and other 
members of its Council, were members of the 
provisional committee concerned with the 
formation of that Institute. The Society of 
Industrial Artists had now become federated 
with the Institute and had nominated a 
representative to its Council. Industrial 
artists and designers connected with the 
pottery industry were not, he understood, 
directly represented on the Council of the 
Central Institute, but its Articles of Associa- 
tion provided for the membership of indi- 
vidual artists and designers as well as of 
organisations. 

Mr. Extis Smirxa asked the President of 
the Board of Trade if he was aware of the 
importance of stimulating interest in art and 
design in order to maintain, and in the future 
increase, the export trades; why the member- 
ship of the Central Institute of Art and De- 
sign was confined to those who could provide 
financial backing, instead of interest and 
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capacity; whether the members of the com- 
mittee were familiar with precision tools, 


instrument making, munitions, etc.; and if . 


he would consider setting up a more appro- 
priate committee to organise these subjects 
and to put the organisation of art and design 
on a proper basis with Government authority 
and supervision. 

Sm ANDREW Duncan said he had made 
inquiries and understood that the member- 
ship of the Central Institute of Art and 
Design would be open to all who were pro- 
fessional artists or designers, or actively 
interested in art or design. The functions of 
the Central Institute were wider than the 
promotion of purely industrial art and 
design, with which the National Register of 
Industrial Art Designers was more properly 
concerned. The governing body of the 
National Register contained representatives 
of industry who were familiar with the prac- 
tical problems with which industrial de- 
signers had to deal, and he was satisfied that 
no new organisation of this type was neces- 
sary at the present time.

CIVIL DEFENCE CONTRACTS 


‘“ RISE AND FALL” CLAUSE. 


The attention of the Lewisham Civil De- 
fence Committee has been called by the 
Ministry of Home Security to the desirability 
of a ‘“‘ rise and fall ’’ clause being included in 
contracts entered into in connection with 
Civil Defence Works. The Borough Engineer 
has pointed out that during the last few 
weeks the Government have commandeered a 
considerable amount of building and other 
materials, with the result that prices have 
been very considerably affected. The 
Ministry of Home Security points out that, in 
order to avoid delays consequent upon broken 
contracts or applications being considered for 
an increase in prices, the Council should 
agree to the insertion of a “‘ rise and fall” 
clause in their contracts, and have indicated 
that they are prepared to agree to contracts 
containing such a clause. 

The Committee have given careful con- 
sideration to all the circumstances, and are of 
opinion that it is desirable that Tach a clause 


should now. be included in contracts for Civil 
Defence Works. and they have given instruc-
